NEW BOUNDARY LINE. 


ANGLO-VENEZUELA ARBITRA- 


Decision Arrived At by Unanimous 
Vote of All Co issioners Counsel 
for Both Sides Claim to Have Car- 
ried Chief Points of ‘Contention— 
Result Declared Precedent for Fut- 

ure Settlements by Similar Pacific 
Means. ; | .

Paris, Oct. 3.—The arbitration commission. 
to decide the Anglo-Venezuelan dispute ren- 
dered its decision at noon today, fixing the 
boundary between what is to be known as 
British territory and what Venezuelan. 

The boundary begins on the coast at Point 
Plava, and runs straight to the meeting of 
the Barima and the Maruima Rivers, follow- 
ing the latter to the source of the Cutart 
River, from there straight to the meeting of 
the Haiowa and the Amakouru Rivers; 


thence following the latter to its source in 


the chain of the Mountains of Imataka, then 
to the southwest along the highest ridge of. 
the Imataka range, to the Acarbisi River, 
along this to the Conyouni River, thence 
west to the meeting with the Vanamu, along

Under the supervision of General Miles 
the Admiral was escorted by a purely mil- 
itary parade, which moved like clockwork, 
and the presentation of the diamond studdéd 
sword was marked by a healthy national 
sentiment. There were cloudless skies anda 

warm sun, and tens of thousands of people 
say the ceremony. 

The white Capitol formed a perfect back- 
ground, and the acres of people dotted with 
the horse and foot of the military furnished 
the Admiral with a scene to be remembered. 
The occasion was made more memorable 
aside from the well ordered pageantry by 
the pledge of the President to the Admiral 
when he said: 


“There was no flaw in your victory, and

| Dinner in the Evening. 


The dinner at night was one of the most 


brilliant affairs of its kind in the history of 
the White House. Arotind the long table 
were guthered as guests of the President the 
ranking officers of army and navy, the Cab- 
inet, the Captains of Dewey's fleet, and 
Senators, Representatives, and Governors 
of States. Rear Admiral Schley was at the 
near right of the President, and Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson across the table. neral 
Miles-and ex-Secretary Alger sat at meat 
together, and Governor Roosevelt of New 
York fraternized with Ben Tillman of South 
Carolina. Politica] differences were forgot- 
ten entirely, and the night of an eventful 
day found the distinguished party smoking 
in the state dining-room, cheering the Ad- 
-‘miral and the President, the army and the 
navy, the Congress and the nation. ' 

The dinner occupied two and a half hours 
and was altogether informal. There was no 
speechmaking or toastmaking whatever and 
no reference to the Manija victory. A tele- 
gram was received by the President from 
Vice President Hobart saying he was uh- 
happy that he could not be present, and 
sending greeting to the assembled party. 
The President telegraphed expressing his 
own regret and that of the company, and 
especially of the guest of honor. Beyond 
the reading of this dispatch there was no 
incident and the evening was pa ed in in- 
dividual conversation.

Ceremony Begins at Noon. 

Noon is the official hour in Washington. 
Congress meets then, Presidents are inaug- 
urated then, and retire to private life at the 
game hour, and so that hour was chosen for 
the presentation of the sword of honor voted 
by ‘Congress to George Dewey, then a Com- 
modore, now ar Admiral, and the east front 
of the Capitol was chosen as the place to do 
the utmost official honor td the hero of the 
nation. 

The Admiral's flag of blue, with ite four 
white stars, floated proudly from the Cap- 
itol itself all the morning, and balmy breezes 
and a warm sun contributed to make the oc- 
casion not only historic, but comfortably and 
decorously brilliant..The large stand had 
been erected on the plaza at the foot of the 
noble steps leading to the main entrance of 
the Capitol, but a few feet to the south of the 
spot where President- McKinley took the 
oath of office two years and a half ago. The 
crowd was larger then than today, but the 
inauguration lacked the military pomp and 
ceremony of the sword presentation, and 
then, too, Presidents are sworn in every 
four years, while swords of honor are meas- 
ured by generations. 


eNotable Personages Present. ‘ 

There was a pleasant military flavor to the 
affair, and the bright sunshine brought out 
flecks of color in unexpected places to cheer 
the eye of an artist. The seats in the great 
stand were filled with members of the Su- 
preme Court, Senators, Representatives, 
Cabinet officers, high officials of the govern- 
ment, and Rear Admirals and Generals with- 
out number. Up the center aisle from the 
big bronze- doors down to the steps to the 
private.box reserved for the Presidetit and 
the Admiral naval officers in full dress 
formed a lane for the hero to pass along.. 
Thelft cocked hats and bright buttons fur- 
nished the central stand with the desired 
decorative effect. The most striking. con- 
trast, however, was on the Senate portico. 


Post of Honor for Gunners. 
There the band of the Olympia, in red 
coats, stood out in biilliant relief against 
the white background of marble columns, 
while in front of them, on the edge of the © 
portico, were grouped the sailors from the 
flagship, the gunners sitting on the edge, 
fangling their feet, while the jackies leaned 
on their carbines under the waving folds of 
the blue banner of the Olympia blazoned 
with the magic name of Manila Bay and 
that never to be forgotten date of the Span- 
ish moving day, May 1, 1898. . 

Beyond the stand, stretching from the 
steps of the Capitol across the plaza, were 
the tens of thousands of people, wildly en- 
thusiastic but) manageable and good- 
natured, as Washington crowds always are. 


‘Immediately in front of the stand was the 


platform for the Marine Band, while in 
every conceivable place. with the sun to 
back them, cameras and moving picture 
machines were planted on ladders and plat- 
forms. 

The roofs of the Capitol and of the Con- 
gressional Lihrary were black with people, 
and a dozen or two men and boys even 
climbed up the great statue of Washington 
‘and were literally folded in the arms of the 
Father of Our Country. 

_ Before the noon hour there was a constant 
eruption from the rotunda of: the Capitol of 
Rear Admirals and Generals, who seemed 
to have been shot from a rapid-fire gun, and 
were cheered indiscriminately, every one a 
Dewey for the moment when the crowd 
caught the flash of uniform and cocked hat. 
The President and the Admiral were at 
the door on the stroke of 12, and as they 
descended the steps between the lines of 
naval officers with bared heads a mighty 
shout of welcome came from the great 
crowd, the dignitaries on the platform 
stood up, the band played: ‘‘ Hail to the 
Chief,’”’ leaving it to the imagination to sup- 


ply the plural “s,"" and the jackies on the 


Senate portico stood to attention. 

The first incident in the reviewing box 
was when the Admiral called the attention 
of the President with outstretched hand to 
the men behind the guns and to their con- 
spicuous position. A local chairman made 
a formal introduction of the two great men, 
and a local lawyer followed with an eloquent 
address of welcome, which was heartily 
cheered. even if it was not generally heard. 
‘ne people on the platform utilized the time 
to study the two central figures, the Ad- 
miral and the President. Mr. McKinley ef- 
faced himself admirably, but he knew his 
crowd, and took his own time to impress his 
individuality upon it indelibly. 

Senator Mason occupied two chairs, just 
next to Senator Beveridge of Indiana, and 
the latter was as eager and enthusiastic as 
he were not still staggering under the 
burden of his Philippine information. Sen- 
ator Hanna was near the x, which by 
the way. seemed irresistibly like the judges’ 
stand at a race track, and he looked tired and 
worn, his rheumatism stil! being unfortu- 


- nately evident in all his movements. 


Chicago Well Represented.

| Description of the 
The sword, except its steel blade and the 
body metal of its scabbard, is entirely of 
twenty-two carat re On the pommel is 
carved the name of the battleship Olympia, 
which was Dewey’s flagship at Manila, and 
the zodiacal sign for December, in which 
lucky month Dewey was born. Circling 
these is a closely woven wreath of oak 
leaves, long employed to tndicate and adorn 


rank. 
Bdiow these the pommel is embraced by a 
gold collar, on the front of which are the 
arms ‘of the United States, with the blue field 
of the shield in enamel. Below them are the 
arms of Vermont, Dewey's native State, with 
the motto, *‘ Freedom and Unity,’’ and the 
colors of the shield in enamel. The plain 
part of the gold collar is decorated with 
stars, and a graceful finish is given to it by 
a nhrrow band of oak leaves. The sword 
blade is damascened with the inscription: 

“The gift of the nation to Rear Admiral 
Georg@sDewey, U. S. N., in memory of the 
victory at Manila Bay, May 1, 1898.”’ 

The sword grip is covered with fine shark- 
skin bound with gold wire and inlaid with 
gold stars. The guard isan éagle,terminai- 
ing In a claw, which grasps the topin which 
the blade is set; the eagle’s outstretched 
wings form the guard proper. 

The scabbard ts of thin steel, damasceried 
in gold, with sprays of a delicate sea plant, 
the Ross Marinus, typical of fidelity, con- 
stancy, and remembrance. These sprays are 
interlaced: stars fill the inner spaces, dof- 
phins the ‘outer spaces. Sprays of oak 
leaves and acorns secure the rings and trap- 
pings of the scabbard; above these on the 
front of the séeabbard is a raised mono- 
gram in diamonds, entwining the letters 
“G. D.,”’ and immediately under them the 
letters “‘ U. 8S. N.,”’ surrounded by sprays. 

The ferrule, or lower end of the scabbard, 
terminates in entwined gold dolphins. The 
sword box is of white oak, Inlaid with black 
velvet. The center of the cover hasa gold 
shield surmounted by an eagle and inscribed 
with a single star and the words: 
Admiral George Dewey, U. S. N.”’

the City club, the Cit- 
{zens’ union, the Reform club, the Bar asso- 
ciation, and the Chamber of Commerce. The 


other was by the members of the Republican 


county convention. 

The Republicans intended to nominate 
two candidates for the Supreme Court, but 
instead of doing so appointed a committee 
to confer with a stmilar body appointed by 
the City club combination to bring about a 
union of forces to purify the judiciary. 

The Independent Labor party nominated 
ex-Postmaster Charles W. Dayton, and 
George C. Holt for the Supreme Court. 

The meeting of the City club combinations 

was held at the rooms of the club, 19 West 
Thirty-fourth street. Wheeler H. Peckham, 
in stating the object of the meeting, said: 
_ “The man who is leader of Tammany Hall 
appears before a legislative committee and 
tells us what we did not seem to realize be- 
‘fore—the depth of the degradation to which 
we have sunk—tells us he is the chief con- 
trolling element in the organization and that 
he selects the men who should have judicial 
office. He says to the people: ‘ I am in poll- 
tics for what there is in it.’ And this ides 
of political morality permeates his whole 
organization. The judicial office is viewed as 
one of the spoils to be obtained by political 
victory. We have it in our power and we 
ghould see to it that the man who is elected 
Judge shall dispense his ‘patronage without 
fear of political organization.” 

There was a.long discussion as to the ex- 
act form of the resolution, and finally this 
was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the President appoint 
@ committee of five, of which he is to be one, 
to confer with representatives.of other or- 
ganizations in regard to judicial nomina- 
tions, the result of the conference to be re- 
ported ‘to the club for its approval.” 

Meanwhile the Republican county con- 
wention was meeting in the Murray Hill 
Lyceum. The convention authorized the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Conference 
and adopted this: 

“ Resolved, That, in the opinion of, this 
convention, the payment of candidates for 
judicial offices of sums of money to political 
parties, either as party contributions or 
otherwise, tends to degrade the judiciary 
in .public estimation, and this convention 
calls upon the Legislature at its next ses- 
Bion to prohibit by law such practices.”

Many of the Members at Rockford Do 
_ Net Like to See the Old-Time Fel- 
lowship Function Displaced — Dr.

Rockford, Ill., Oct. 3.—{Special.]—The 

Rock River Methodist conference opened 
this evening at Centennial Church with a 
temperarice meeting which some old-time 
church men pronounced an innovation they 
could not fully indorse.

‘ling’s writings as odorous with drink and 
not fit for Sunday-school libraries. He 
closed with a plea that the Methodist 
Church make temperance an incorporated 
department ofits work. He was followed by 
the Rev. Dr. M, M. Parkhurst of Evanston, 
who spoke at length on the evils of intemper-. 
ance. |

APPLES SELL AT LOW PRICES. 


Supply Is Heavy at Present, but Con- 
ditions Probably Will Change 
in a Few Weeks. | 


‘The apple crop this season is the most re- 
markable for several years. While the yield | 
is above the average, the storms of the last 
two months have shaken from the trees in 
Michigan, 
other sections an immense amount of. fruit, 
which is now either on the market or being 
shipped here as fast as cars can be obtained 
on, the lines of the different railroads. 
result is the local market is flooded with all 
kinds of apples, principally windfalls. 

Prices are at“the bottom, and peddlers 
have combined to buy car-load lots, dividing 
them among themselves and making good 
profits. The general price to consumers 
from wagons is from 50 to 75 cents @ bushel. 
Many ci the apples are equa! to special lots 
shipped to commission men in South Water 
Street, while some lots are so poor they: 
hardly pay for the shipping. 

The overabundance of apples is not likely 
to last more than a couple of weeks, as the 
winter supply of Chicago is now going into 
cold storage as fast as the apples can be 
sorted, packed, and the storage space found. 
With the movement of eggs from cold stor- 
age apples are immediately placed in the | 
vacant space. Commission men find the 
present shipments in many instances marked 
falls. This has necessitated the repacking 
of almost all the winter stock 
going into storage. 

While apples are cheap and the supply 
heavy just now, commission men estimate 
the amount of choice fruit going into 
storage will be 20 per cent less than last |. 
year's stocks, and say, winter prices will be 
proportionately higher.
